on—A Practical Bill and a
Short Session,

From the Herald,
1- Congress peami imolined to practical par-
| poses and modarate views, and ita tone on the
important subjsct that has induced the sum-
mer session is such as will ba satisfactory to
the country ‘at large. From the sirength of
ita position we might have expeocted nothing
| less ‘than the wise moderation exhibited in its
| persistent refusal to even hear the extravagant
proposals and plans already sketchsd out by
| thé revolutiopary dreamers and agitators, who
{ find that their ccoupation will ‘be gone if
'} they are nbt permitted to excite the country
ongome theme néwer thin the nigger. By
i distinctly shelving the olass of visionaries who
become dangerons only when Congress, by
lstening, sends their wildness to the count
with a guasi indorsement, it gaing the conil-
denoe of the people, and will carry with it, in
whatever it does, the moral support of the
whole nation. _%pgop_ls are disgusted with
Congressional sophy, and want no wmore
of it, whether it comes lrom Sumner, Wade or
Stevens, whether it be & new nigger notion or
agrarianism in sany shape. They want busi-
ness, and a Heconstruction Lill that will settla
the country and do away with all possible ve-
toes by interpretation.

The Committes
House has' alréady agreed upon & bill, and
presented it yesterday, The outlites given
indicats a practical measure, First, we have
a declaration that the military government [s
supreme in the Southern States, and that all
other existing governments are supsrsaded, or
Af continued are bontioned by the authority of
the commanders, and subject to them for all
purposes; second, a alause declaring valid all
acts 'of the commanders done under the laws
hitherto passed; and, third, an obliteration of
the Attorney-(teneral's interpretation om the
question of the registry of voters, making the
law the guide of the registny boards, and gf ving
those boards the power to erase any names
already onthe roll in vases in whioh there is
reason to believe the oath was improperly
taken. "Another clause puts it out of the
power of the President to remove, at his own
caprice, apy of the military commanders. This

taining the (Generals, indicates how strongly
they stand /before the conntry, and how fally
it approves of the energetic, enrnest, and con-
gcientions course they have pursued in the
digcharge of their hig{: duty. With their
acts thus approved, and their position made
more positive, they will doubtless go for-
ward in their important labors immensely
encouraged and strengthened by soch un-
¢quivoeal - evidences of the mnational con-
fidence.

Judging from only this outline of the bill, it
| i8 intemded to present, it seems, suflicient for
| the purpose, and it should pass with only
enough debate to try the strength of its seve-
ral provisions, that we may be sure it will not
be so easily broken through as the former bills
were, Such a bill passed, the main business
of the session wol be done, and Congress
should adjourn with as little delay as possible.
Above all, it should waste no time and give
oceasion for no violent harangues or President-
making schemes on the topic of impeachment.
With a satisfactory law and the commanders
| out of his reach, the President will be quite

unable to throw any fresh obstacles in the way
of reconstruction ; and as impeachment would
be, therefore, nunecessary, even the disoussion
of it in Congress would do evil by stirring
fresh agitations and excitements to disturb the
commercinl and other relations of the country
with European powers.

[ Twenty millions a year, devoted from the
| national income to a sinking fund, would wipe
| out the national debt in a century. Noone
| advocates, however, such use of any portion
of the national wealth; for men are nnwilling
to add any additional barden to those slready
borne by the country, even for so good a pur-
pose. Yet this very sum—iwenty millions a
year—is actually given away, not to wipe out
the national debt, but simply to enrich the
lpcky politicians who own and run that mag-
pificent financial machine, the national bank
system. There never was suoch a piecs of
jobbery and robbery, such open plunder of the
people, in the finances of any other nation
under the sun.

Common people understand commen finan-
clal problems very well. If a mau goes luto
a shop and buys a coat, there is never any
doubt in his mind as to which way the money
eball go that changes hands on thiat ocoasion.
If one rides np town in the cars, he knows that
he is to pay six'cents, and never has any
notion that the six cents (510 be paid to him.
Horses and wagons hired for drives on the
road are never paid for by thoge who hire
them. Whoever heard of oue usivg » horse
all day for his pleasure, and then dedlaring
at night that the owner should pay him the
amount of hire, and not he the owner?
Though the people see all this clearly in com-
mon transkotions, thuli become blind to these
same points when they oocur in national
finances; aud it 18 the actual practics of the
Govermment 0 reverse all plain problems of
buying and selling, as directly as if they
should make the seller pay the buyer,

The Republican Party In the South,
From the World.

The sanie methed of reasoning by which
the Times undertakes to provethat the tide
of pubjic gentiznent in the South is running
strongly in faver of the Republican party,
would equally prove, if fransferréd from
politics to geography, that the Misaissippi
river runs north, and that foture explorers
may be expectad to discover that it discharges
itz waters into the Arctic Ocean. The Mis-
alesippi frequently bends like an ox-bow,
dounbling itself into loops which lie, at differ-
ent turns, towards all the different points of

the compass. In the bend above Cairo
it tlows for considerable distance due north, as
it does also at the bend near New Madrid,
and; weé believe, in several other places, If
& person should obsérve the river al these
places , &nd at no others, he might draw
a totally inference respecting its general
direction, an error which wonld. be easily cor-
rected by a single glance at a map.

The Times' argument that the Southern
people are flowing towards the Rapublican
party can no more survive a broad view of
the situstion than a notion that the Mississippi
runs north could stand a lovk at the map. The
Times supports its opinion by five isolated
facts, gathered from the whole yaat area of
the ten excluded States., Faot first, Governor
Orr's speech, spme three months ago, dis-
claiming connection with the Demooratic
party; faect second, sdvice by a Sonthern
journal too obscure or insignificant for the
ZL'imes to name it, that the Southern ple
should proclaim that they will not train in the
Democratic ranks; fact third, (reneral Long-
treet’s lettar; fact fourth, 8 Repablican (white
mén’s) meeting in Charlottesville; faot fifth
and last, au article in the J Missis-
sippi, Clarion. = And from . this formidable
bod y of evidence, representing the opinions of
four Bouthern vitizens plus the attendaats of
the Charlottesville meeting, the Times con-
cludes thatthe Southern whites are going over
en masss to the Republican party.

Fer contra; Thers happens to be assembled
in Washington, at the present time, a body of
men calling themselves the Congress of the
United Btates, who have met out of due ses-
gon, ug if in a great public emergency, to logis-
late concerning thess sama politioal nwo-
phytos and catechumens who, the Zimes
assures us, are becoming good Republicans,
A glance at the doings and designs of this
Republican Congress is as enlightening as a
look at the map would be in disputed ques-
tions of geography. The Zimes’ amiable
view of the Republicanized Bouthern States
must, we supposs, be very solacing, but Con-
gress '‘don’t ses it."" If the mass of the
Southern whites stand with one foot on the
threshold of the Republican party, it is a
queer sort of welcome that Congress is just
now employed in giving them, Why is all
civil authority forcibly smbverted and the
whole Southern people kept under the iron
hirel of military despotiam, il the SBouthern
prople are freely renouncing the Democracy
end all its works, as the 7imés argues ! What
is the need of all this formidable machinery
ol generals whom Congress thanks for thwart-
ing the people, military departments which
are a territorial badge of subjugation, and
armies extorting submission at the point of
the bayonet, if the great body of the people
inoline to be such good Republicans ?
does Copgress propose to give General Sherl-
dan and the others power to unmake and
make all civil officers at their pleasnors,
instead of entrusting the T¥mes’ nasosnt Re-
publicans*with their election.
